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Hospital District 
Hires Gold as CEO

Monday night’s final monthly board meeting of 2013 brought 
with it strong decisions for both the immediate and long-term 
future of Westlake Regional Hospital. Perhaps the largest and most- 
immediately impacting move was the announcement following a 
90-minute Executive Session that acting CEO and Board Vice- 
Chairman Neal Gold would be stepping down from his position, 
effective Jan. 1, 2014, and be hired to the position of CEO/ 
Administrator at a salary of $120,000. No further comment was 
made by Gold or the Board. 

Additional big news was announced at the beginning of the 
meeting, but of a much more structural and cosmetic variety. 

“There’s no other way around it, we need a roof,” board member 
Richard Grant said of Gold’s motion to accept the lowest bid, a 
$193,000 submission from Melson Roofing, to place a new roof on 
the hospital.

Hospital Board Chairman 

Moves To Tennessee

Adair County Hospital District Board of Trustees chairman 
Craig Pyles announced last week that he would be moving to 
Nashville at the end of this month, leaving his future on the 
board clouded in uncertainty. 

“It’s still up in the air as to whether it’s legal or not [to stay 
on the board],” Pyles explained in a telephone interview 
Monday afternoon. “If it is legal, I’ll stay on, if it’s not, I 
wont.” 

The issue is still being looked into, and County Judge- 
Executive Ann Melton commented last Thursday that she has 
not been able to get a definitive answer as of yet. If Pyles is

Saturday Fire Prompts 
Aison Investigation

The Columbia Fire Dept, responded Saturday afternoon to a 
house fire on Bomar Heights, but despite the efforts of 15 firemen, 
the home couldn’t be saved. 

Firefighters responded to the call at 2:30 p.m. and battled the 
blaze for almost two hours, but Columbia Fire Chief Mike Glasgow 
said that the house - belonging to Michael Taylor - had already 
sustained considerable damage.

Glasgow said that foul play had yet to be ruled out, and that the 
Kentucky State Police will investigate the possibility of arson. 

“I’m supposed to meet with an arson investigator later today 
(Monday),” Glasgow said.

School Board Approves 
District Improvement Plan

The Adair County School Board gathered last Thursday evening 
for their final meeting of 2013 and approved new district-wide 
improvement plan for the coming years. The plan consists of 
individual strategies for each school, but all are geared towards the 
district’s newfound emphasis on college and career readiness. 

“College and career readiness kind of came to the forefront about 
two years ago,” instructional supervisor Phyllis Curry said in a 
telephone interview Friday morning. “The changes [in the plan] 
came about as a result of that - we’re trying to improve those 
numbers. 

The main themes of the new plan stress individual academic 
growth as opposed to entire-class-focused teaching, and include the 
development of soft skills that are valued by prospective 
employers.

Columbia Woman Dies In 
Saturday Morning Crash

A one-vehicle crash on Liberty Road late Saturday morning took 
the life of the driver, 23-year-old Rachel Edwards of Columbia. 

Edwards was traveling west in a 1999 Toyota when she lost 
control of the vehicle, overcorrected, and then crashed into a 
guardrail at 10:30 a.m. The impact from hitting the guardrail 
caused the vehicle to overturn, and Edwards was ejected. She was 
rushed to the Westlake Regional Hospital emergency room by 
Adair County EMS, and later pronounced dead from the injuries 
she sustained. 

“By the time we got there, she appeared to be unresponsive,” 
Adair County Deputy Sheriff BJ. Bray said. “We all got there 
about the same time because it was close to town.” 

The cause of the wreck is still under investigation, but Adair 
County Sheriff Harrison Moss said human factors might have 
played a role. 

“I can’t say for certain if she was distracted or anything like 
that,” Moss said Monday. “We did find a cell phone beside her that 
had an unfinished and unsent text message on it.” 

Deputy Bray is in charge of the investigation, and Sheriff Moss 
and the Columbia Police Dept, assisted him on the scene. Adair 
County EMS, Adair Search and Rescue, and Deputy County 
Coroner David Taylor also responded. 

In a press release issued Monday by the Adair Sheriff’s Office, 
Bray stated that more information about possible contributing 
human factors would be provided at a later date, as the 
investigation is still open.

Since Thanksgiving week, 
enrollments in private 
health insurance have 
swelled by 121 percent. 

Surge Preparations 
Paying Off 

kynect’s technology team 
had anticipated a post- 
Thanksgiving increase in 
web traffic, applications 
and enrollments, and the 
team increased capacity in 
order to meet the demand. 

The kynect team 
reviewed all technology 
systems to make sure each 
element could handle a sig¬

“It’s changed the mindset 
from elementary school through 
high school,” Curry said. “It has 
to start at a really early age.” 

Under the new plan, students 
in kindergarten through tenth 
grade will be tested three times 
per year to gauge their progress 
and ability, and that information 
will be used to teachers to create 
individual learning plans for 
each student in the entire 
district. The assessment has 
already been given twice this 
year, with the final test of the 
school year scheduled for the 
spring semester. 

“It will tell you what the 
student is capable of right then,” 
Curry explained. “It lays out for 
you in a graph what they’re able 
to learn. It’s personalized 
learning.” 

Personalization is one of the 
hallmarks of the new plan, and 
Curry said that while the new 
methods will mean more work 
for teachers, especially in the 
implantation phase, the result 
hopes to be seeing each student 


reach his or her absolute 
potential. 

“It is a challenge for teachers 
because it’s not a whole-class 
approach,” Curry said. “It’s 
going to be meeting individual 
students where they are and 
taking them to the next level.” 

The new plan passed the 
board by a 3-0 vote, as board 
members Quinn Lasley and 
Mike Harris were both absent 
from the meeting. Each school’s 
individual improvement plan is 
presented in full on the district 
website: www.adair.ky schools, 
us. 

In other business at 
Thursday’s meeting the board: 

•Approved an amendment to 
Superintendent Alan Reed’s 
contract to comply with the 
Affordable Care Act. Under 
Reed’s old contract, he had 
disability insurance valued at 
$110 per month, which might be 
illegal under the new law since 
other employees in the district 
do not receive the same benefit. 
To resolve the matter, and to 


ensure the value of Reed’s 
contract doesn’t change, the 
board unanimously approved a 
measure to remove Reed’s 
disability insurance and add the 
$110 per month to his 
compensation, as was 
recommended by board attorney 
Jeff Hoover. 

“The easiest way to resolve it 
would be to amend his 
compensation,” Hoover told the 
board. “That the simplest way to 
do it.” 

Board member Joe Payne 
initially asked about the 
possibility of leaving Reed’s 
contract as it was and providing 
the same disability insurance to 
all employees, inquiring about 
the cost of such a measure, but 
since disability insurance varies 
by age and pay, no numbers 
were readily available. 
Eventually, Payne agreed to 
Hoover’s recommendation. 

•Heard the Superintendent’s 
Report from Alan Reed. Reed 
commended the faculty and staff 
at Adair County High School for 


their continued effort to get 
students college and career 
ready. 75 seniors at theschool 
have already reached that 
benchmark, compared to just 70 
all of last year. 

“And we’ve got an entire 
semester still to go,” Reed said. 
“I’m really proud of what Adair 
County High School has done.” 

Reed also gave an update on 
the rapid progress of acquiring 
funds to build a new vocational 
school. 

“There’s been a tremendous 
amount of work that’s been done 
in a very short amount of time,” 
Reed said. “I think [the grant 
application] went in the mail 
today (Thursday). That was the 
plan.” 

•Heard a buildings and 
grounds report from 
maintenance director Ricky 
Bault. Bault said that the 
basketball scoreboards - 
acquired via a new contract with 
Coca-Cola - were already in and 
would be installed over 
Christmas break.

The two bids, one from 
Melson Roofing and the other 
from North American Roofing, 
came within about $500 of one 
another, with Melson submitting 
both the low bid and a 
guaranteed fixed rate. Melson 
has also maintained and repaired 
the roof for several years, and 
that familiarity gives the board a 
level of comfort with the 
project. 

“They were also one of the 
recommendations from Norton,” 
Gold added. “They said Melson 
Roofing in Columbia, Kentucky 
was one of the best roofing 
contractors they had worked 
with.” 

After a brief discussion about 
any potential weight issues that 
may arise from the move, the 
board voted unanimously to 
approve the new roof, which 
will be added as a layer over the 
existing, worn-out roof. 

“We’re getting a new roof,” 
Chairman Craig Pyles said 
following the vote. “I’m also 
glad we were able to keep the 
money at home and use a local 
company.” 

With the exterior taken care 
of, the meeting’s third large 
decision dealt instead with the 
inside of the hospital. 

“We want to upgrade our 
ultrasound capabilities,” Gold 
said to the board. “Our machines 
are getting up there in age, and 
the improvements made in the 
field in the last several years 
have been substantial.” 

Gold went on to explain that 
Westlake’s current machine uses 
VCR tapes to record the 
displays, and how nearly all 
partnered associates no longer 
have the capability to view those 
tapes in their offices, instead 
switching to digital recordings. 


The move plans to use what are 
known as PACS, or picture 
archiving and communication 
systems, to capture and 
communicate the various 
electronic images gathered by 
X-Ray, MRI and CT scans. 

According to both Gold and 
Westlake Radiology Director 
Larry Helm, the move will allow 
for enhanced readings of things 
like heart echoes, nuclear stress 
tests, abdominal tests and other 
small organ examinations, in 
addition to their uses in 
pregnancy. Despite these 
improvements, the Board 
remains focused on the 
monetary aspect of such a move, 
with machines costing 
somewhere in the $100,000 
range. 

“Tell me the money part,” 
Pyles said. “Are we going to be 
making money with this move?” 

“I think we can do many more 
things with a new machine that 
we can’t do with our current 
machine,” Gold explained, 
adding that some patients who 
have required certain procedures 
that the current machine cannot 
do have gone elsewhere for their 
work. 

After much discussion, the 
Board approved a motion 
granting Gold the authority to 
seek out and negotiate the 
purchase of new equipment in 
hopes to take advantage of 
currently-offered end-of-year 
discounts from companies vying 
for Westlake’s business. 

In additional news, the Adair

negative trend, the operating 
expenses for Westlake are down 
$1.8 million from last year, 
helping balance the downward 
turn in revenue. Overall, the 
year-to-date profit for 2013 is 
$ 137,691 — a remarkable feat 
given the road traveled. Hayes 
also reported on the hospital 
taxes collected, presenting a 
document explaining that 
$431,883 has been collected 
thus far out of an estimated total 
of $667,157. 

•Heard an Administrative 
Report from Neal Gold, who 
explained to the board that they 
have been approved by 
Medicaid for reimbursement 
after being put on hold because 
of a $2.7 million debt.

caijacking. 

According to the indictment, Gentry entered United Citizens Bank of 
Columbia on Oct. 15 of last year, brandishing a black semi-automatic 
handgun, and escaped with approximately $90,000. He is also charged with 
forcing Mike Cuny, UCB’s branch manager, to leave with him in Curry’s 
1998 Ford Ranger. 

“It’s been a long year for me and my family,” Cuny said of the ordeal. 
“I’m extremely happy he was caught, and maybe this thing can come to a 
close now. It’s a huge relief.” 

On Oct. 29 of this year, more than one year after the initial robbery, 
Gently is alleged to have entered UCB of Campbellsville, flashed a 
handgun in his waistband, and informed an employee that he would return 
for money later after being told that not much was on hand. Bank 
employees saw Gentry’s vehicle as he left the scene, and area police were 
soon able to locate and pull over the vehicle. As officers approached the 
vehicle, Gentry sped away, leading to a pursuit on KY 55, eventually 
colliding with a parked semi, resulting in injuries to Gently. 

“We’ve been working on this case pretty solid since October of last year 
until the catch,” said Columbia Police Det. Tracey McCarol, who served as 
lead detective on the case. “We’ve followed a lot of leads, and were able to 
eliminate several suspects in the days immediately after the robbery, but as 
time went on that became more difficult.” 

McCarol says he traveled to Barren, Casey, Taylor, Russell, Lame and 
Hardin counties and interviewed nearly a dozen individuals, but that despite 
having a photograph from the robbeiy, as well as DNA and fingerprints, 
that police lacked a suspect until Gentry’s crash. 

“After that, it was as simple as picking him out of a lineup,” McCarol 
said. “We still have some lab work to do, but right now our evidence is 
solid.” 

Because bank robberies are considered federal cases, the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation is leading the case, with assistance from the Campbellsville 
and Columbia Police Dept, as well as the Adair County Sherriff’s office. 

“It’s definitely a stress relief,” McCarol said. “This has been a stressful 
case.” 

Gentiy has not been arrested at this time, as he is still receiving treatment 
at the University of Kentucky Chandler Medical Center for injuries 
sustained in the crash. 

“It’s a changing world, and things like this are something we 
unfortunately have to deal with,” said CPD Chief Jason Cross. “Our police 
department has come a long way in handling these type of things, and I 
want to commend Tracey and all our guys for all the hard work and man 
hours they put into this.”

The primetime matchup of the 2013 McDonald’s Hoopin’ It Up 
Holiday Classic pitted host Adair County against visitor and pre¬ 
season 5th Region favorite John Hardin. In the nightcap, both teams 
battled back-and-forth for the duration of the contest, with Adair 
holding an early lead before the balanced Bulldogs prevailed in the 
waning moments, winning the classic matchup 72-69. 

“I thought our guys gave great 
effort tonight and played with a 
lot of heart,” Head Coach Mark 
Fudge said Saturday night 
following the loss. “It was a 
game that could have gone 
either way, and John Hardin 
stepped up and hit some big 
shots when we had them on the 
ropes.” 

This one was a battle from the 
get-go, as the supremely athletic 
and deep John Hardin Bulldogs 
opened the contest in their full 
court pressure defense. The 
Indian offense was prepared all 
night, however, as all five Adair 
County players on the court at a 
given time contributed to 
breaking through thepressure. A 
Jacob Pooler tip-in after a 
missed layup garnered from 
beating the John Hardin press 
gave the game its first points, 
but the Bulldogs fired back 
immediately from three. 

The Indians would beat the 
press again, finding freshman 
forward Chance Melton for his 
first bucket of what would be the 
most impressive game of his 
young, promising career. John 
Hardin answered with two 
buckets inside, and despite two 
slashes for layups, two assists, 
and a 16-foot bank shot from the

elbow from Melton, John Hardin held a narrow 20-18 lead after one 
quarter. 

The tides would turn a bit in the second, as Adair’s balance in 
attacking the John Hardin press resulted in foul trouble for the 
Bulldogs. The Indians found themselves in the bonus less than one 
minute into the second quarter, and continued the up-tempo pace. 
Zach Hutchison sank two free throws to tie the contest, Melton 

made two more to take the lead, 
and senior guard Marshall 
Shelley sliced his way to a layup 
to put the Indians ahead by four, 
forcing a John Hardin timeout. 

Out of the timeout, Fudge 
dropped a bounce pass to 
Melton who caught, dribbled, 
pirouetted and scored off glass. 
John Hardin would answer, then 
steal and score to cut the lead 
back to two before tying the 
game with a putback. 

Melton made certain the tie 
was short-lived, facing up, 
driving, pump-faking and then 
scoring on a slick up-and-under 
move in the post. Matt Fudge 
blasted in a long three, Melton 
rejected a Bulldog shot attempt 
into the crowd, and a Pooler 
bucket with the crowd at a fever- 
pitch sent Adair into the locker 
room with a 34-28 lead.

Ufl/C’s Peck Earns His 500" 1 Career Victory 
With 108-52 Win Over West Virginia Tech 

Head coach Paul Peck earned his 500th career win as the Lindsey Wilson men’s basketball team 
defeated West Virginia Tech 108-52 at Biggers Sports Center on Friday night. 

Lindsey Wilson (8-5) finished the game with four players in double-digits led by Anthony 
Crenshaw with a career-high 24 points. D’on Hall finished the game with 18 points while Tony 
Home added 12 points and six rebounds. Keshaun Mayfield had a team-high 11 rebounds and six 
assists. Tyrie Orosco finished the game with 12 points and nine rebounds while Roderick Clark 
had a team-high five steals in the win. 

The Blue Raiders jumped out to a 22-5 lead as Hall scored 12 of his 18 points in the first 6:07 of 
the game. Lindsey Wilson would continue to put pressure on West Virginia Tech as they expanded 
the lead to 35-9 after a 13-4 run with 8:49 left in the half. 

Lindsey Wilson shot 47.5 percent from the field as they took a 53-21 lead into halftime. The 
Blue Raiders held West Virginia Tech to 22.6 percent shooting in the half as they missed seven 
three-point shots. 

The Blue Raiders opened the second half with a 10-0 run to push the lead to 65-21. Lindsey 
Wilson followed that with a 12-3 run to extend its lead to 77-25 capped off by a Daronte’ Clark 
three-point shot with 12:38 remaining in the game. 

Lindsey Wilson led by as many as 61 points in a game that was controlled from start to finish by 
the Blue Raiders. Lindsey Wilson had 12 players score in the 108-52 victory as the Blue Raiders 
finished the game 41-of-77 from the field. Lindsey Wilson finished with a season-high 62 
rebounds and 15 steals while forcing West Virginia Tech to 26.2 percent shooting from the field 
and 5-of-23 from beyond the three-point line, three of which came in the final 2:19 of the game. 

Jauries Thomas led the Golden Bears with 19 points and nine rebounds while Armond Perez 
added six points and nine rebounds as West Virginia Tech falls to 8-8 on the season.

scored his fourth straight point 
to open the second half, pushing 
the Adair lead to 10.

Melton drove again 
from the perimeter, but his look 
rimmed out and the Bulldogs 
grabbed the rebound and began 
to bleed the clock. The Indians 
fouled in order to regain 
possession, and John Hardin 
made just one of two.

Adair Tops Rockcastle County 


Indians 58 Rockcastle 43 

The Indians squared off with Rockcastle County for the second game of 
Friday night’s boy-girl doubleheader at John Burr Memorial Gymnasium. 
After trailing early in a tightly contested affair, a hot second half pushed Adair 
to the comfortable victory, 58-43. 

“Even though we didn’t play that well, it was great to pick up the win,” 
Head Coach Mark Fudge said following the game. “We did manage to 
defend the perimeter well, and this was the best we’ve rebounded the ball all 
season.” 

The game was physical from the opening tip, with both frontcourts 
attacking the backboards and both backcourts attempting to drive the lane. A 
free throw and mid-range bucket apiece tied the contest at three with just 
under two minutes gone. A Marshall Shelley floater and jump hook from 
freshman forward Chance Melton made it seven all, but two straight buckets 
and a made free throw from Rockcastle County pushed them ahead early on 
12-7. A Melton offensive rebound and score as the quarter drew to aclose left 
it 12-9 Rockcastle after one quarter. 

The physical game carried over to the second quarter, with both teams 
banging inside but unable to convert through contact. More than three 
minutes ticked away without a change on the scoreboard before Jacob 
Pooler’s assertiveness was finally rewarded with a free throw. Pooler would 
make one of two shots from the line, and then Matt Fudge would find a 
cutting Shelley through traffic for a layup that tied the game at 12. 

Fudge and senior forward Ty Bennett each drained a three and Pooler 
would sink another foul shot to go ahead 19-12 with 2:18 in the half, but 
Rockcastle fired back, hitting a turnaround jumper, two free throws, and a 
comer three, tying the game with less than a minute to go. The Mans would 
hold for the final possession of the half, and a Fudge pull-up three at the 
buzzer sent Adair into the locker room ahead 22-19. 

After another slow start to a quarter for both teams, the Tribe found their 


offensive rhythm, answering a drive-and-dish along the baseline by 
Rockcastle with a long two from Fudge, then two steals by senior Jake 
Hixson, leading to layups by Pooler and Melton and forcing a timeout by the 
visitors with the score 28-21. 

The teams would trade baskets, with Pooler sinking a long two from the 
wing, Bennett splashing a comer three, Melton connecting on one of two free 
throws, Shelley slashing and scoring and Hixson sprinting behind the 
Rockcastle defense to keep the lead hovering at six for the remainder of the 
quarter. After three, the Indians led 38-32. 

The Indian offense, sparked by back-to-back threes from Ty Bennett, 
would come alive in the fourth. After a Fudge jumper along the baseline over 
the outstretched arm of his defender, Bennett would reject an inside attempt 
on the defensive end leading to a Melton free throw. Melton would steal the 
ball, then seal his man for another score before hitting a leaning fadeaway 
across the lane for two more to push the Indian lead to 10. 

Ty Bennett drained back-to-back threes to push the lead to 15, and free 
throws from Matt Fudge would keep the final margin the same despite 
Rockcastle County matching the scoring pace. When the final horn sounded, 
Adair notched another home win, 58-43. 

“We have to do a better job of containing the dribble, and our help and 
rotations on defense have to improve,” Coach Fudge added. “We defended 
the perimeter well though, and I felt like we took their perimeter shooters out 
of the game and we were able to get the win.’ ’ 

Matt Fudge led the Indians in scoring on the night, putting up 15 points on 
67-percent shooting. Ty Bennett added 14 off the bench, including four threes 
to ignite the Adair breakaway. Chance Melton scored 10 points to go along 
with 10 rebounds for his high-energy double-double, Marshall Shelley scored 
nine, and Jacob Pooler had six points in addition to his team-high 11 boards. 
Jake Hixson and Trevor Willis each scored two to total Adair’s 58 points.
